He was taken to the 
Lancaster Hospital and is doing nicely, 
and while this disease necessarily takes 
a considerable length of time to run its 
course, it is thought that if Judge Wal- 
ker continues to hold his own through 
the entire course of the disease as he 
has in the preliminary stages he will 
soon be able to be out again. 

There arc several mild caaes of ty- 
phoid fever in Lancaster and the sur- 
rounding county. Not in aoflleient 

close proximity however, tO indicate 
that they come from a general source. 
But itwwdd be well enough to use or- 
dinary pr(H':Mitions, see that your 
drinking: water eoines tiom a reliable 
source, that your food supplies are 
reasonably safe from infection, and 
above all things that .your premises 
are in a sanitary condition. Clean 
your premises thoroughly and scatter 
lime and carbolic acid freely, in fact, 
use every precaution tu guard against 
the disease peculiar to this time of the 
year.

ation was well attended and much en 
thosiasm was manifested. Farmers an<l 
citizens gathered from evi ry section i.f" 
the county and expressed then- view as 
to what shoold be dune in the matter. 

Mr. W. B. Mason was elected Ch.iir- 
man of the meeting and Green Clav 
Walker Secretary, and after speeches 
by many of those present. sf >i)s w-.-re 
taken from the organization of a slock 
eompaqy for the purfiose of establish- 
ing a permanent fair for (Jarrard coun- 
ty. It is purp«>sed to organize a conij)- 
any with a capital stock of $10.)HMi. the 
stock to be scattered promiscuously 
among the citizens of the county, the 
value of each share to be $10.0<J. lly 
this method it is hoped to make the in- 
terest in the welfare of the organiza- 
mon- widespread. .X cotnmitte of 27 
men, three from each voting precinct 
in the county, were appointed to solicit 
subscriptions to the stock, and they, 
together with those persons who sub- 
scribe to the stock, and all per- 
sons who ari> interestid in the move 
ment are requested to meet at the 
court house on Saturday afternoon 
Sei)teniber :50th. at 2 o'clock to effect a 
jiermanent organization, and to discuss 
plans in detail as to the future poHcy 
of the association. The idea is to have 
an association in which every part of 
the county shall be interested bf hav- 
ing stock, then making the affair one 
of interest to the entire county, to 
lease or buy permanent qimrteis and 
erect suitable buildings for a jier- 
manent home for the fair. .Another 
featnra which is being considered by 
the promoters of the scheme is to have 
several rings each day for Ganard 
county stock exclusively. This idea is 
not intended to exclude exhibitors from 
adjoining counties from showing stock 
at the fair, but to exclude them from 
these rings and to have an ample num- 
ber of rings with )>remiums of sufttcient 
size to attract exhibitors from every 
where to come here and exhibit, and at 
the same time, have these other rings 
which will be f >r tlu' exclusive use and 
benefit of home productions.

Mr. Henly V. Bastin is orgaalaing a 
stock company for the purpose of es- 
tablishing an ice plant in Lancaster. 
The plant is to be placed on the prop- 
erty now occufHed by the Creamery, 
and the water for the manuf actare of 
the ice can be obtained in amply suf- 
ficient quantities, according to Mr. 
Bastin, from the old Batting spring, 
which adjoins the p iu pat ty in view. 

Mr. Bastin 's idea ia to incorporate 
for the aun of $IS,6Ml Of thia amount 
$5,0(K) is to be common stock which 
Mr. Bastin takes in return for the 
Creamery property, tiie lud aorround- 
ing it and two acres more land upon 
which the above named spring ia situa- 
ted; the remaining $10,OOo is to be 
preferred stock and is to be placed 
upon the market at a par value of 
$100. per share, several shares already 
having been disposed of at the market 
price. No profit is to accrue to this 
common stodc until the preferred stock 
is upon a baaia where it will net a 
dividend of 7 per cent annually, in 
other words, Mr. Bastin doea not stand 
to reap any profit from hia enterprise 
until after the corporation having paid 
taxes & c, his preferred stockholders 
are drawing an annual dividend of 7 
per cent. 

Mr. Bastin says that with the latest 
improved machinery it does not re- 
quire near ao moeh water for the 

manufacture of ice as has heretofore 
been necessary with the old style 
m a c h in ery, and tlMt tiM apring which 
he proposes to utilize will furnish an 
ample supply of water the year round 
to keep the ieepiaat ia eparatieii. Mr. 
Bastin proposes to erect a plant with 
a capacity of 10 tons of ice per day, 
and in addition to this he proposes to 
operate an ice cream factory in con- 
junction with the ice plant with a 
capacity of 200 gallons of cream daily. 

An ice plant has been a long felt 
want in Lancaster, and it is greatly to 
the credit of Mr. Bastin that he has 
taken the initial steps toward the er- 
ection of one. The surfdns of an ice 
plant at this place would find ready 
sale, as the ice planto in this section 
of the state have been unequal to the 
task of supplying this as well as other 
commumties with a sufiBcient amount 
of ice during the heated aeaaoB, the 
scarcity at tiaMa ■aawiiitiiig to afaaaat 
a famine. 

The success of the enterprise is as- 
sured almost from the start. Mr. 
Bastin has upon several occasions proven 
his aptitude for just such enterprises 
as this one; in the first jjhu'e he is 
thoroughly acquainted with all classes 
of modem madiineiy, had made them 
a study; he took the Lancaster Cream- 
ery when it was shut down, because it 
was iaid not to be a paying proposi- 
tion, placed it in running order and 
made a success of it, as many farmers 
of the county arill bear witneat. To 

this he has added a mo<lern ice cream 
factory, supplying the soda founts of 
Lancaster and the entire town and 
county with all the cream used during 
the year, besides shipping his cream to 
many Kentocky towns and establish- 
ing for it an enviable reputution. so 
that he has now reached the point that 
he is unable to supply the demand 

We believe that Mr. Bastin will be 
equally as successful with an ice plant 
as he baa been with the creamery and 
ice cream factory, and that he wil 
succeed in solving the theory of sup 
plying Lancaster with a bountiful sup- 
ply of pure ice, and at the same time 
reap a nice profit for himself and his 
associates in the proposed enterprise.
